Will an over-55 housing bylaw to be voted on next week make thing better?

One might dub Ray and Diane Hender 
Mr. and Mrs. Andover. Diane has led seem- 
ingly every Andover charitable organiza- 
tion. Ray, a former selectman, is on the 
Finance Committee. But, after 29 years, 
they will soon leave Andover. 

They do not want to maintain a house 
and yard any more, and could not find a 
suitable condominium in Andover, they 
said. Most of the options would have 
required too much downsizing. 

The Henders’ plight is a familiar one for 
many Andover residents older than 55. And 


it is a problem residents face regardless of 


their economic income. Many residents 
with the money to buy a new home simply 
can’t find a maintenance-free place large 
enough for them. Meanwhile, there are 151] 
people on the waiting list for senior public 
housing in Andover. 

To try to address this problem the Plan- 
ning Board will present an “over 55” bylaw 


to voters at Town Meeting, which begins 
Monday, April 24 at 7 p.m. in the field 
house at Andover High School. 

Officials believe the bylaw should make 


it easier for developers to create a variety of 


housing options for the growing over-55 
population in town. 

Some longtime residents have moved out 
of Andover because they believe there is a 
lack of housing for seniors. Fred and Jane 
Teichert, parents of Selectman Ted Teichert, 
moved to North Andover in 2001. Although 
they weren't seeking over-55 housing, they, 
like the Henders, wanted to move some- 
where where they no longer had to shovel 
snow, mow lawns or rake leaves. 

When they couldn’t find it in town, they 
left Andover, where they had lived for 41 
years. 

But not all residents favor the over-55 
housing proposal. Some seniors think the 
current proposal is wrong-headed. Peggy 
Keck believes the bylaw, as written, will 


encourage developers to scatter elderly 
housing developments all over town. She 
would prefer a well-planned, larger facility 
on a bigger piece of property (see related 
story, page 4). 

“J just don’t like the idea of scattered 
development anywhere a developer can 
cobble together five acres,” she said. 

A former member of the Planning Board 
from 1967 to 1979, Keck said she and her 
husband have been attending the Planning 
Board meetings and providing input on the 
proposed bylaw. 

“When we talk about need for affordable 
housing, it’s generally not the 55-year-olds 
we're talking about,” said Keck. “It’s the 
young families and the single people — and 
this excludes them.” 

Christine Metzemaekers, executive 
director of the Andover Housing Authority, 
believes the bylaw will create new homes in 
town, but she isn’t sure how many people on

For many, there’s magic — or magick — in a license plate

For Ann Hentz, getting her 
personalized plate was downright 
“magickal.” 

Hentz, who works at Circles of Wis- 


dom on Main Street and calls herself 


an energy healer, wanted the word 
“magick” on her license plate when she 
bought a new car two years ago. She 
says it means “the ability to manifest 
ones desires.” 


When the Registry of Motor Vehi- 
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cles told her “MAGICK” had been 
taken long ago, she was bitterly disap- 
pointed. Clearly this desire would not 
be manifested. 

However, when she went to pick up 
her alternative plate, she asked the clerk 


at the RMV to once more check if 


“MAGICK” was avaliable. While the 
computer indicated someone was using 
the plate, the clerk found that it had 
actually been returned 13 years ago. 
Hentz was given her “MAGICK” plate. 


“Those plates waited for me for 13 
years,” said Hentz. “That is what I call 
magick.” 

Hentz is certainly not the only per- 
son in this area to feel a special con- 
nection to her plates. Drive around 
Andover and you are likely to run into 
several clever licence plates. 

That’s no surprise — Massachusetts 
was the first place in the world to issue 
license plates, starting in 1903. The 
first plate ever made had a dark blue

Conversation with unique exchange student 


Life back in Afghanistan

After a year in the United 
States 18-year-old Massoud 
Kohistani has returned to his 
homeland of Afghanistan. An 
exchange student through a 
Washington D.C. based organi- 
zation, Massoud spent a year liv- 
ing with my Andover family 
while studying at Andover High 
School. Now, upon his return to 
Afghanistan, many things have 
changed. One of those changes 
is Massoud himself. Through a 
recently conducted phone inter- 
view, | talked to Massoud at his 
home in the Parvan province 
located northeast of the Afghan 
capital, Kabul. 

When asked about how life 
has been since his return to 
Afghanistan, Massoud said that 
everything is going well, but that 
he does miss the United States a 
great deal. The things he misses 
most are his host family and the 
relationships he made with stu- 
dents at Andover High. He said 
he also misses the education he 
received and the way school was 
conducted. Massoud intensely 
misses the Massachusetts land- 
scape, the cities, town’ and 
forests. Unfortunately, Internet 
access in Afghanistan is rare 
because of security problems. 
Taliban organizations often 
bomb or flood areas where the 
Internet networks exist: "They 
don’t really like the technology" 
Massoud said disappointedly. 

When returning home Mas- 
soud had some difficulty read- 
justing to certain aspects of the 
Afghan culture. He now finds 
the food at home extremely 
spicy, whereas when he first 
came to the US he found the 
food here to be far too bland. 
Massoud also has an issue with 


the dust. Afghanistan is one of 


the world’s dustiest countries 
because of the dry weather and 
flat landscapes. At times this 
dust can be almost unbearable. 
Massoud is happy to be home 
with his younger brother and his 
parents, and to see his three older 
sisters and brother who attend

names were not available. 


Kabul International University. 
However, he finds now that his 
teachers and his peers do not 
look at him the same way. The 
school Massoud attends has a 
different religious leader then 
when Massoud left for the US. 
He feels the religious leader, 
who teaches most of the lessons 
to the students, treats him with 
scorn. Massoud labels this man 
as conservative. “He thinks I did 
the wrong thing ... to go to 
America. He tries to put me 
down and always asks me to get 
him a Bible,” he said. The reli- 
gious leader often speaks out 
against the newly established 


Afghan government, saying they, 


are too democratic and need 
conservative reform. 

A major issue on American 
T.V. and newspapers has been 
the trial of the Afghan man, 
Abdul Rahman, and whether he 
should be killed for converting to 
Christianity. When I asked Mas- 
soud about this, he said that this 
case was discussed all over 
Afghanistan as well. He felt “it 
would have been shameful to kill 
him [the man on trial] but maybe 
we [can] have him leave 
Afghanistan. | think that if not, 
the people would be mean to 
him, and maybe kill him.” He 
said that in school his religious 


leader says that the man should | ++++++ 
be killed. "He always asks my 
opinion, but I don’t want to say 
[anything] against him, so I just 
say whatever you think is right." 

I asked Massoud if the people 
of his country still consider him 
to be Muslim. He replied, “Some 
people don’t think that I am 
Muslim, others think that I am 
not a good Muslim, and some 
think that I am a good Muslim.” 
He then chuckled, showing that 
he believes he is a good person 
and that is the most important 
thing.

| the waiting list for public hous- 


ing it would help. 

“I’m not sure it’s the same 
population,” she said. “Someone 
looking at over-55 housing is 
looking at larger living quar- 
ters.” 

A one-bedroom public hous- 
ing unit is only 450 square feet. 
For many people, that doesn’t 


| feel large enough after living in 


a home. 

“For couples, it’s hard to 
make the move from a seven- 
room home into 450 square feet. 
They're faced with some dilem- 
mas and many of them are 
choosing to live out of town,” 


| she said. 


“T think (the bylaw) would 
certainly help some people tran- 


| sition out of their larger home 
| into something smaller and also 
| not have to reinvest everything 


they sold their home for,” said 
Metzemaekers. 


Bylaw 
Lisa Schwarz, a senior plan- 
ner for the town, has taken the 


| lead on this project, and has 


done research into other Massa- 


| chusetts towns that have this 


type of housing, including North 


| Andover, Tewksbury, Sudbury, 


Westford and Cohassett. 
According to Schwarz, 


| approximately 1.87 million 


Massachusetts residents will be 
55 or older between now and 
2020. 

“I don’t think anyone dis- 
putes there’s a need for it,” said 
local developer Bill Perkins. 

“Almost every city and town 
within 100 miles of here is say- 
ing not only do we owe it to 
seniors, it’s in our own self- 
interest to keep these people,” he 
said. Most often, seniors do not 
have children attending town 
schools. 

Under the proposed bylaw, a 
developer with a minimum of 
five acres of land could request a 
special permit from the Planning 
Board to build and over-55 
development. 

A five-acre lot in Single Res- 
idence “A” or “B” district could 
have a maximum of 35 housing 


| units. The same lot in Single 


Residence “C,” the more rural 
sections of town, could hold a 
maximum of 20 units. 

No plot of land could hold 
more than 75 units. 

Each building could be no 
more than 40 feet high or three 
stories tall. 

Thirty percent of every over- 
55 development would be set 
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Fred and Jane Teichert did 
not plan to move out of 
Andover, a place they had 
called home for 41 years. 

But in 2001, soon after 
they retired, the couple that 
raised their family in town 
began to think about down- 
sizing. They wanted to buy a 
condominium, something 
that would not require con- 
stant maintenance like mow- 
ing the lawn and shoveling 
snow. 

But there were no condo- 
miniums available in town 
and the Teicherts moved to 
Heritage Green in North 
Andover, condominiums, but 
not specifically for those 55 
and older. 

Supporters of the elderly 
housing bylaw say it will pro- 
vide more housing options 
for such seniors, who made 
Andover what it is and — from

aside for open space. 

The Planning Board does not 
want more than 231 over-55 
housing units in Andover, a 
number that represents two per- 
cent of the housing stock in 
town based on the 2000 census. 

Andover does have some 
elderly communities, such as the 
independent and assisted living 
facility Marland Place on 
Stevens Street. There are also 
Wingate and Academy Manor 
nursing homes. 

Age-restricted housing is a 
growing trend in the building 
industry, according to Perkins. It 
allows baby boomers to down- 
size their homes, while also 
offering amenities that meet the 
needs of an aging population: 
first-floor master bedroom, 
fewer stairs and grab bars. 

But for now, some residents 
believe they will have to move 
out of Andover for such homes. 
Sally and Walter Freeman have 
lived next to Harold Parker State 
Forest or 29 years and would

like to move into housing 
where they no longer have to 
maintain their land them- 
selves. They say they can’t 
make necessary repairs to 
their home because doing so 
would require that they spend 
money to upgrade their pri- 
vate sewer and water sys- 
tems, which are working fine 
right now.

If they had to move out of 
their Andover home, the 
Freemans would leave the 
state, because surrounding 
communities to Andover are 
too expensive, they said. 

Like others their age, The 
couple, who are in their 70s, 
are ready to stop shoveling 
and plowing snow and raking 
leaves. 

“We would like to afford 
to stay here, but over-55

This bylaw seen as allowing too much 


Resident Peggy Keck has 
concerns about the proposed 
age-restricted housing bylaw. 

Which might come as 
somewhat of a surprise, since 
she is 82 years old. 

But Keck, who has lived in 
town for 49 years, said she 
supports the bylaw in theory. 

“This is really a major 
change being proposed and 
that bothers us,” she said. 

Her main concern is about 
the minimum lot size for an 
over-55 development. Five 
acres, said Peck, is a small 
amount of land to incorporate 
the types of self-sufficient 
developments the Planning 
Board wants to have, ones 
that would include on-site 
dining and psychological 
counseling. 

A five-acre lot might be 
able to accommodate 12-15 
units, said Keck, and a devel- 


opment would likely need to 
have at least 50 units to man- 
date on-site food-service 
facilities. 

She would like to see a 
“good location for a really 
good facility” in Andover. 

For example, she believes 
Merrimack College has a 25- 
acre plot of land it will likely 
sell in the future. 

She worries that a develop- 
er could use the new bylaw as 
a way to have four times the 
number of houses on a single 
parcel. 

Keck is also concerned 
that there is no limitation on 
the size of a proposed build- 
ing on this type of develop- 
ment. Also, this will be the 
only type of housing that mul- 
tifamily housing in town that 
will not be required to be con- 
nected to sewer.

From the Planning Board 


Planning Board Chairman 
Paul Salafia offered the follow- 
ing comments on the over-55 
bylaw as part of a letter: 


Significant care was taken to 
ensure that development under 
this bylaw would not adversely 
affect the neighborhood in 
which it occurs. For example, 
the proposed bylaw requires a 
minimum of five acres exclud- 
ing wetlands to even apply for 
the special permit. The design 
process requires all conservation 
areas, wetland areas, and slopes 
to be identified and preserved. A 
minimum of 30 percent of the 


| site must be designated as per- 


manently protected open space. 
There is a strict formula that cal- 
culates the number of units in 
each development, with density 
never exceeding 4.9 units per 
acre. Also, a significant perime- 
ter setback is required around 
the entire development. Home- 
owners’ or condominium asso- 
ciations shall be responsible for 
the landscaping and mainte- 
nance, therefore reducing the 
owner’s burden of maintaining a 
property. Preserving the quality 
of our neighborhoods and com- 
munity is critical, while also 
accommodating the needs of all 
our residents. 

Critical to this bylaw is that it 
requires a special permit. Unlike 
an Allowed Use where oncethe 
criteria is met it must be 


approved, a special permit is 
discretionary and can be denied 
if the Planning Board deter- 
mines, after input from residents 
and department heads that the 
development is not in the town’s 
best interest and does not appro- 
priately integrate into the neigh- 
borhood. The special permit 
process requires that the Plan- 
ning Board, residents and abut- 
ters review facades, elevations 
and floor plans for compatibility 
with the town and the neighbor- 
ing area. Each application 
requires four of the five Plan- 
ning Board members vote yes 
before any site is developed for 
over 55 housing. 

Harmonizing and integrating 
a development within a neigh- 
borhood must be accomplished 
on a site by site basis and cannot 
be controlled merely by specific 
requirements that are unrespon- 
sive to the particular character of 
a neighborhood, such as dictat- 
ing the number of units per 
structure. We, as community 
must invest in the process to 
ensure each proposal is tailored 
to its site and neighborhood. 

It is a solid bylaw that is 
advantageous to the residents of 
Andover as outlined above. Res- 
idents are encouraged to review 
the text in the Finance Commit- 
tee report and feel free to call

Article 17 asks the town to borrow more 
than $1 million to replace and renovate 
school roofs over five years. The town

In Article 23, the Conservation Commission 
requests $1.5 million for the Conservation Land 
Fund. The recent purchase of the riverfront Rei- 
chold Chemical site to be used for hiking trails and 
ball fields has reduced the fund to $100,000. 

Selectmen are recommending $900,000 for land 
conservation. 

“Two years ago, we participated in a citizen sur- 
vey,” said Town Manager Reginald “Buzz”’ 
Stapcezynski. “We found that people... especially 
like the fact that one-third of the town is protected. 
We don’t buy land every year, but we try to acquire 
land whenever it becomes available.” 

Article 41, submitted by former selectman and 
former town manager Richard Bowen, seeks 
$25,000 for Ballardvale improvements, specifical- 
ly the replacement of the posts and ¢hain surround- 
ing the acre of land. Bowen said that many of the 
60 posts installed 20 years ago have decayed. He 
also wants the chain replaced with a permanent fin- 
ish, since it has been repainted every year by vol- 
unteers. 

“It really is a special place,” said Bowen, who 
plants flowers there with his wife every year. “The 
end result would be permanent improvement that 
will probably never need another penny.” 

But the Finance Committee doesn’t feel the 
spending is justified, given other priorities and tight 
budget. . 

Marden said that the Finance Committee gener- 
ally supports conservation articles but had to reject 
these ones because they would bring on too much 
debt. 

Article 28 would authorize the selectmen to 
accept 4,500 square feet of land at River Park as a 
gift for general municipal purposes. The land 
would not be built upon. Selectmen and the town 
manager are supporting the article is because the 
land is adjacent to land already owned by the town, 
a stretch of path that was once part of the 


Andover/Wilmington railroad. 
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While the town manager supports repairing sidewalks, some people also want to pave new ones. 


How will Andover walk the walk?

Three votes — Articles 21, 24 
and 25 - involve the town’s 
sidewalks. Selectmen recom- 
mend spending $673,000 on 
sidewalk repairs. Resident Bar- 
bara Pattullo wants a sidewalk 
along Highland Road, and resi- 
dent Richard Sweitzer wants 
one along High Street. 

The Finance Committee is 
recommending against the side- 
walk articles, because the arti- 
cles were not contingent upon 
approval of a debt exclusion. 

“Every year the town has 
budget issues,” Pattullo said. 
“Sometimes we need to realize 
that if it’s a greater cause, we 
can pull together and find a way 


to finance it." 

Geography also factored into 
the safety issues and resulting 
proposal. Sports teams from 
nearby Merrimack College and 
Phillips Academy use the area 
for running. Highland Road 
connects several neighborhoods 
to downtown and is in the vicin- 
ity of Doherty Middle School. 
Highland Road also connects 
many streets to downtown, so it 
is well-traveled. 

“When we went to the 
(selectmen’s) committee meet- 
ing,” said Nicole Loring, who 
was also involved in submitting 
the article, “everyone acknowl- 
edged that there’s a problem on 
Highland Road.” 


Stapczynski said he supports 
reconstructing sidewalks but not 
paving new sidewalks. The Cap- 
ital Improvement Program has 
identified Canterbury, Central, 
Kensington, North Main, Poor 
and Windsor streets as well as 
Riverina Road as candidates for 
sidewalk reconstruction in 2007. 
Priorities are based on which 
streets are close to schools. 

New sidewalks are generally 
built by developers. 

“It’s hard for us to start build- 
ing new sidewalks when we 
need to repair our existing 
ones,” Stapczynski said. “We 
don’t have the resources to build 
sidewalks in every neighbor- 
hood that people want them in.” 


would repay the money over 20 years. 

More than half of that money would go 
to Andover High School. according to Joe 
Piantedosi, plant and facilities director. 

“Tt’s at the end of its useful life,” Piante- 
dosi said of the roof. “If we don’t replace it 
within the next couple years, we'll probably 
start seeing some major problems.”

Commissioner: State bylaw is not enough

“The literature going out from con- 
cerned citizens is not accurate,” said 
Cooper. “We have never enforced the 
bylaw for backyard projects for exist- 
ing houses prior to Jan. 1, 1991, with 
the exception of 3 Hazelwood Circle, 
which involved building a structure (a 
1,300 square foot cabana) as large as a 
second house in their backyard”, 

Town Conservation Director Bob 
Douglas believes Gillis and other “con- 
cerned citizens,” some of whom are 
neighbors of 3 Hazelwood Circle, are 
mistaking the town bylaw for the state 
law, which is why they think the bylaw 
is being applied to every home in town. 

“Houses built prior to 1999 are 
exempt from the bylaw,” he said. “But 
(when adding on to them, owners) still 


have to apply under the State Wetland 
Protection Act. They have to fill out an 
application and apply for a permit. It 
seems that opponents to the bylaw have 
the misunderstanding that the permit is 
related to the bylaw. It’s not.” 

Gillis said the only possible way to 
stop the Conservation Commission 
members from “over-stepping their 
boundaries,” is to repeal the bylaw alto- 
gether. 

“The siaie has wetiand protection 
legislature that more than half the 
municipalities in Massachusetts have 
chosen,” he said. 

However Cooper discredits that fact, 
saying the clear majority of towns in 
the state have instated wetland bylaws. 

“Most towns aren’t satisfied with the 
state law,” he said. “You have my word 
on that.” 

Douglas added that the state law 


allows people to build only a few feet 
away from wetlands. 

“Some projects, while permitable by 
state law, don’t protect the wetland 
environment in practicality,’ Douglas 
said. “They result in loss of water qual- 
ity and an increased chance of neighbor 
flooding.” 

Douglas, a wetland scientist, 
explained that wetlands provide protec- 
tion from pollution, control flooding 
and storm water run-off, and are a habi- 
tat for wildlife. They should be protect- 
ed by a buffer zone, he said. 

“Scientific studies have shown that 
having a buffer zone is the most effec- 
tive means of wetlands protection.” 

The Conservation Commission has 
seen 960 cases since the law was enact- 
ed, according to their Bylaw Repeal 
Position Paper. Of those, only 3 have 
been denied, it states. 


“This means that more than 99 per- 
cent of filings under the bylaw have 
been approved,” the commissions 
States. 

“If there have only been three 
denials,” argued Gillis, “why do we 
even need this? For those three denials, 
they’ve put people through the torture 
of the damned.” 

Cooper said the bylaw is routinely 
applied to new development projects, 
such as a proposal to rebuild the house 
at 23 Sunset Rock Road, which 
includes the addition of a swimming 
pool. Cooper calls the project “very 
contentious” because of the threat it 
poses to nearby wetlands and neighbor- 
ing properties. 

“If the bylaw is repealed we will 
lose any leverage that we have on that 
project,” he said. 

The Conservation Commission 
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would also lose the ability to hire con- 
sultants to review a developer’s plan 
before the excavation of a site begins, 
said Cooper. 

The bylaw also allows for a public 
hearing on any new development pro- 
posal, where neighbors can ask ques- 
tions and express concerns. It forces 
developers to keep their plans on record 
to prevent them from spontaneously 
changing the course of their project. 

“The bylaw is much more about 
new development than people’s back- 
yards,” said Douglas. “I think (oppo- 
nents) are taking the word ‘structure’, 
which is in the bylaw, and trying to 
apply it to a swing set or a doghouse, 
therefore implying that a doghouse is 
regulated. That’s simply not true. If 
they are making statements like that, 
they are being blatantly false and trying 
to mislead people.” 
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Perhaps the best advertisement for regularly maintaining water mains came in July, when a giant

Water and sewer repairs continue flowing 


Articles 31, 32 and 33 
involve water and sewer work. 

Article 31 seeks to transfer 
$500,000 from water reserves 
and appropriate that money for 
replacing and cleaning old water 
mains. Older mains restrict 
water flow and add rust to the 
water, 

“Our water system is over 
100 years old,” said Stapezyns- 
ki, “and every year we do 
repairs as needed." 

Article *2 calls for using up 
to $1 million from old water and 
sewer warrant articles to replace 
water meters. The new meter 
system will be electronic and 
will enable meters to be read by 
town workers in moving vehi- 
cles. 

Article 33 is a proposal to 
borrow $500,000 for the repair 
or replacement of sewers. The 
town’s sewer system is about 80 
years old, and York, Balmoral, 
Argyle and Enmore streets have 
been identified as needing 
immediate attention. 

The debt for Article 33 
would be repaid over 20 years 
and will be included in sewer 
rate projections. 
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The damaged water main could be viewed once the SUV was 


removed.

Leaders still at odds on budget 


By Brian Davidson 

Four days until Town Meeting and the budget 
is still not balanced. Not even close. 

Following a Tuesday night tri-board meeting, 
the Finance Committee voted to approve a level- 
services budget for the schools that would require 
no cuts in existing services, said Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Joanne Marden. During the 
meeting selectmen agreed in principal to the same 
budget. 

But school officials insist that the status quo is 
not good enough and are pushing for what they 
have termed a rebuilding budget. 

The $55.1 million level-services budget would 
mean more for the schools than previously rec- 
ommended by the two boards. It represents a 6.8 
percent increase for the schools. 

If Andover leaders ean’t come to an agreement 
by Monday, the start of Town Meeting, voters will 
be forced to choose a side. 

Marden said that if the School Committee bud- 
get is approved, “We would have to have an over- 
ride unless additional revenues came in before we 
set the tax rate. Either more money has to come in 
or eventually more money has to be cut.” 

Superintendent Claudia Bach has said that if 
her school budget is not approved, four elemen- 
tary classroom teachers will be cut, and her exten- 
sive rebuilding plan, designed to restore educa- 
tional services that have been cut in recent years, 


would be thrown out. 

“We'll still be facing the same cuts that have 

been in place,” said Townwide Parent Teacher 
Organization Moderator Bill Pennington. “And 
paying the same fees too.” 
* Marden said town officials have worked hard 
to try to satisfy the school committee’s budget, 
making “major concessions,” such as putting all 
revenues created through increased building fees 
towards the schools. 

“We feel this is the best that we can do,” she 
said. “But whatever we did, it’s not enough to sat- 
isfy the schools.” 

School Committee Chairman Deb Silberstein 
told selectmen on Tuesday that they are “really 
not willing to explore every option.” 

Pennington agreed that the town has enough 
money to support the superintendent’s recom- 
mended budget. 

“We have the resources,” he said. “It’s whether 
or not we think the resources are being reflected 
in the values of the community. I don’t think they 
cas 

Police Chief Brian Pattullo stood up at the 
meeting on Tuesday to argue otherwise. 

“We don’t have any more money in the town 
departments to give to the schools,” he said. “If 
we did, we would’ve given it to you.”

Merrimack wants 
to rezone acres 


Merrimack College wants to 
rezone the land where its first 
buildings were located in the 
1940s. 

The almost 27 acres located on 
Haverhill Street, adjacent to the 
YMCA and near a medical office 
building, is currently zoned SRB 
or single-family residence. The 
college wants Town Meeting vot- 
ers to approve a zoning change 
from residential to office park. The 
land at 175 Haverhill St., is located 
close to the Doctor's Park, the only 
area in town zoned as office park. 

If voters approve the petitioned 
warrant article, the land could be 
used for office space, including 
medical, business, professional or 
administrative. 

The article will require a two- 
thirds vote, and if it passes, the 
college could sell the land and 
with a special permit from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals a buyer 
could construct office buildings. 

“We don’t have any future 
plans at this time,” said Kathleen 
Franzese, the college's public rela- 
tions director. “There's no decision 
to selling anything. We're just 
gathering information. But, if we 
ever decide to sell, rezoning is the 
first step we'd need to take.”

Raytheon wants to pay for traffic light

The proposed traffic light at 
Route 133 near Raytheon, near the 
interchange of Interstate 93, is fac- 
ing a red light of its own while a 
consultant reviews the plans for 
the town. 

Peter Teague, communications 
manager at Raytheon, said the 
weapons-maker is waiting for an 
outside consultant the Board of 
Selectmen hired to look over the 
planned traffic light design before 
it moves forward. 

“They've elected at this point to 
conduct a peer review to make 
sure it’s in the best interest of the 
town,” Teague said. 

With hopes of beginning work 
during the summer construction 
season, he said Raytheon has 
agreed and will pay for the cost of 
the consultant, as well as the con- 
struction costs. 

“It’s up to the town when the 
study takes place when we can 
start construction,” he said. 

Last year Raytheon petitioned 
the town to install a traffic light 
outside of the defense contractor’s

buildings on Route 133. The idea 
was later approved at Town Meet- 
ing, he said. 

Jack Petkus, public works 
director, said it is also necessary 
for Massachusetts Highway 
Department engineers to review 
the plans, but he sees many bene- 
fits for the town to have a traffic 
light at the busy intersection. 

“It’s the most unsafe road in 
this town,” Petkus said. 

He estimates the project will 
cost Raytheon between $150,000 
and $250,000. He said once con- 
struction begins the town will 
check the daily progress and mon- 
itor workers because of sewer and 
water mains that run through the 
intersection. 

Once complete, the town will 
handle maintenance of the light, 


but the repairs and the electric bill 
incurred by the town will be paid 
by Raytheon. 

“It’s 100 percent no cost to the 
town,” Petkus said. 

Andover Police Safety Officer 
Robert Cronin said the intersec- 
tion is a “many layered issue of 
concerns” and estimates over 
2,000 cars an hour travel through 
during rush hour in the morning 
and afternoon. 

“That entire area has a crash 
history,” Cronin said. 

When available, an officer is 
assigned along the road outside of 
Raytheon property, but staffing 
and weather can impact the plan. 
The benefit of the traffic light is 
that it can be seen from a greater 
distance than a police officer in the 
street, causing drivers to slow 
down. 

“There are solar issues during 
certain times of the year and it’s 
not safe to have an officer in the 
road,” Cronin said. 

While he doesn’t recall any 
serious accidents or injuries to 
officers working at the intersec-

tion, drivers’ tempers flare in the 
traffic congestion as they wait to 
exit Raytheon and other nearby 
streets, he said. 

Cronin said, “We have had road 
rage incidents because people get 
frustrated out there waiting and 
they don’t understand, ‘why isn’t 
he letting me go.” 

While the plans are reviewed 
by traffic engineers, the depart- 
ment plans to hold meetings with 
neighbors, he said. Police plan to 
explain how the traffic-light 
design and timing of the light 
cycle will work to allow enough 
time for cars to exit and enter 
Raytheon. 

“Traffic congestion isn’t going 
away, so we need to work with it,” 
Cronin said. 

The Raytheon facility is not far 
from the Andover Internal Rev- 
enue Service building on Route 
133, another large employer in 
town that sometimes uses a police 
officer to help employees turn 
onto Route 133. A new apartment 
complex is being built across from 
the IRS.

Town’s kids need new budget model 


Editor, Townsman: 

The current struggle over the 
school department’s proposed 
budget boils down to the budget 
model as set up by the town 
authorities. With some reserva- 
tions, this is the same basic bud- 
get model that has existed for 
ove: a decade. What everyone in 

, Andover must recognize is that 
two extremely significant factors 
have taken place in that time that 
influence this budget model as 
far as our schools are concerned. 
First of all, two-thirds of the 
individuals employed by 
Andover work in our schools. If 

" every town employee is given 
exactly the same percentage 
raise in a given year, the impact 
on our schools is going to be 
considerably greater than that on 
the rest of the town, because the 
schools employ, roughly, twice 
as many people. This mathemat- 
ical fact has never been seriously 
reflected in the budget modef. 
The other significant factor is 
the growing cost of special edu- 
cation. We have no control over 
this and must put into our budget 


over $7 million to meet this very 
significant need for our children. 
The town authorities have pro- 
vided some help in this area but 
neither the budget model, nor 
state aid, has come anywhere 
near providing for the full extent 
of this very essential cost. 
These two factors alone, the 
size of our school work force 
and our special education 
responsibilities are not reflected 
sufficiently in our town budget 
model. The non-school aspects 
of the town budget come out bal- 
anced because they have more 
funds to work with than do our 
schools because of the extremely 
significant costs that we must 
accept every year. We have no 
moral right to balance our school 
budget by depriving our children 
of areas essential to their educa- 
tion and development. We must 
never forget our children are our 
greatest asset. The town must 
find a way to come up with the 
money to provide them with 
their basic and essential needs.

Clearly, the proposed article will greatly 
increase the density of housing units, with 
the greatest impact (1.45 versus 7) in the 
Single Residence B district. In addition, 
Article 34 does not require the units to be 
spread uniformly, so that the local densities 
could be higher than those shown on the 
table. Article 34 will result in increased 
traffic, noise, and most likely, a decrease in 
value of nearby single residences. 


It is well known that there is little build- | 
able land left in Andover. Under the current 
zoning most of the available land is not eco- | 
nomical for building. Article 34 would pro- | 
vide builders with a bonanza of new con- 
struction, at the expense of the current 
homeowners. 

As a senior myself, | am puzzled by the . 
motivation behind Article 34. I read about | 
people who want to downsize from a 5,000 
square foot house in the $1.3 million range 
to a 2,100 square foot unit in the $500,000 
range. Most seniors are less affluent than 
this. I think that only a small number of 
seniors would benefit from Article 34.

We have made a considerable 
investment in the recent years in 
Ballardvale. Sidewalks with 
granite curbing and repaving the 
roadways are two noticeable 
improvements. We have not 


been lucky in other areas of 


town, such as North Main Street, 
Lowell Street and the historical 
area of Shawsheen. The roads in 
these areas are deplorable. 

The Shawsheen roads and 
North Main Street have been 
patched beyond belief. Pedestri- 
ans do not use the sidewalks near 
the Shawsheen soccer fields 
because they are in such poor 
condition. Sidewalks on Lowell 
Street were replaced with the 
sewer line installation but only a 
binder coat was used; there was 
no granite curbing.

I am writing to clear up a 
major misconception about land 
transfer to the Conservation 


Commission, the subject of 


Warrant Articles 29 and 30. 
Claims that land transferred to 
the Conservation Commission 
become impassable are innacu- 
rate.

after years of paying exorbinant 
amounts for their trash disposal. The 
town should put this money into an 
interest-earning trust fund, and use the 
interest made each year to run a youth 
center, which residents have voted to 
support. The interest also could be used 
to run a new senior center if one is 
approved at a later date. 

Establishing such a fund serves two 
purposes: 

¢ First, the $3.5 million will not be 
touched and will remain available each 
year for emergencies only. This protects 
residents from sudden cuts in services 
that could be caused by unexpected 
problems. It also protects the town’s 
financial standing. Moody’s Investors 
Service has given the town a negative 
outlook, because the town does not have 
enough in reserves. Establishing this 
type of fund will ensure Andover can 
borrow money at the best possible rates 
and is prepared to handle financial 
emergencies. 

* Second, the interest can be used to

Residents supported pursuing 
a senior center at Phillips Academy, and 
supported building a youth center in 
West Andover, because both projects 
would be funded privately. But they nar- 
rowly rejected plans to build a youth 
center in Recreation Park (in 1995) and 
a senior center downtown (in 2005) in 
large part because of the costs involved. 

The private Andover Youth Founda- 
tion has said it will raise the money 
needed to build the youth center — and 
will continue raising money after that. 
Given the success of youth fundraising 
in town, a few years down the road, a 
new trust fund could be established. 
This would make the original $3.5 mil- 
lion and its interest available for another 
worthwhile effort. 

Andover leaders — Andover Youth 
Foundation members, town employees, 
selectmen, heads of organizations and 
others — have worked hard to bring the 
youth-center project along. It has come 
a long way. A final piece is finding the 
cash to run the center once it is built. 

The answer can be found “in the 
trash.”

Commissioner defends regulations 


Editor, Townsman: 

At the 2006 Town Meeting 
residents of Andover are being 
asked in Article 40 to repeal the 
Town of Andover Wetland 
Bylaws. The proponents of this 
article over the past few months 
through letters to the editor, com- 
ments in newspaper articles, and 
presentations before the select- 
men have misled the public. 
They have incorrectly quoted the 
bylaws in their attempt to per- 
suade the residents of Andover 
that the bylaws usurp their prop- 
erty rights. In addition, they 
claim the Conservation Commis- 
sion has reversed its pledge to the 
town to exempt existing resi- 
dences from the bylaws. They 
have suggested that the bylaws 
will regulate doghouses, chil- 
dren’s swing sets, sheds, pools 
decks etc. There is not the slight- 
est bit of truth in these claims. 

The Conservation Commis- 
sion has consistently exempted 
existing residences from the 
requirements of the bylaw. The 
Commission also has never 
denied s;9meowners the ability to 
construct swimming pools, 
decks, sheds, patios, fences, 
swings or doghouses under the 
bylaws. By making unfounded 
claims about the Commission 
and its activities, the proponents 
are hoping to create hysteria over 
the Commission’s regulations to 
make their case. 

This article is not about the 
wetland bylaws, it’s about a few 


disgruntled residents and their 
friends and neighbors who were 
applicants before the commis- 
sion. In some cases they violated 
the Massachusetts Wetland Reg- 
ulations (state regulations) by not 
filing with the town commission 
on their proposed construction 
projects. They are also individu- 
als who agreed to certain condi- 
tions for their projects, and once 
the permits were issued, refused 
to comply with their permits. 
Unfortunately, the commission 
and town were forced to require 
their compliance with the regula- 
tions and their permits, resulting 
in legal costs to both the town 
and applicants. 

Andover residents need to 
know that these cases are not the 
norm. The majority of all appli- 
cants comply with the regula- 
tions and the Conservation Com- 
mission has worked with the 
community to streamline our 
process for minor projects under 
both the state and local wetland 
regulations. 

I am convinced that residents 
will see through the desire to 
repeal the wetland bylaw and 
continue to support the commis- 
sion as they have in the past. This 
is about the preservation of the 
quality of life in Andover and 
support of the commission as 
stewards for environmental pro- 
tection today and for generations 
to come.

Our local nightmare: 


Editor, Townsman: 

After reading several news stories 
regarding Andover’s current wetland 
bylaw debate, I feel compelled to 
chime in. The experience my family 
has had with the Conservation Com- 
mission and their infamous wetlands 
bylaw “buffer zone regulations” has 
been a nightmare. 

After purchasing our home on 
Reservation Road, we decided to put 
in a swimming pool. Years later we 
applied to have an addition put on our 
home to repair a porch roof that was 
falling in, presenting a safety hazard 
for our young children. Told that we 
first had to close out the permit for 
the pool, we awaited a site visit by the 
Conservation Commission represen- 
tative to conduct this formality. When 
Linda Cleary came to the property, 
she immediately stopped in the front 
yard on the opposite side of the house 
as the proposed addition. She then 
stated, “You did work in the wetlands 
buffer. This wasn’t done the last time 
I was here. You did it.” Although this 
wasn’t true, no amount of assurance 
could convince her otherwise. And 
that’s when our nightmare began. 

As it turns out the original builder 
and previous owner had done some 
work in the wetland area... in 1987, a 
full 15 years earlier and a dozen years 
before we bought the house. The 
statute for enforcing wetlands viola- 
tions is three years. But this legality 
didn’t deter the Conservation Com- 
mission, which proceeded to hold our

we finally had secured our permit to 
build the addition, but not before sur- 
rendering to outrageous dictates. Our 
permit presently stipulates that we 
must tear up our front lawn, elevate 
the property, and plant 60 blueberry 
and other bushes; all told, this will be 
another $20,000. 

Why didn’t we appeal you might 
ask? Because there is no appeal 
process. The only recourse to the 
arbitrary rulings of the Andover Con- 
servation Commission and its “buffer 
zone regulations” is to the Superior 
Court, which would have taken three 
or four more years and about $75,000 
in fees. 

This is about fairness. The Conser 
vation Commission had no jurisdic- 
tion to hold us responsible for the 
actions of others, nor did they have 
the right to enforce at least a dozen 
years after the statutory limitations. 
But what recourse did we have? Hor- 
ror stories like ours don’t show up as 
denials or appeals in the conservation 
records. 

We all support protecting wet- 
lands, and by returning to the Massa- 
chusetts Wetland Protection Act as 
the enforcing law, we will be protect- 
ed by the strictest law in the nation. 
We will also have protection that is 
reasonable and professional in its 
application. As one who has learned 
the hard way, I urge residents to vote 
yes for Article 40. Because it is fair, 
and because you never know: you 
could be next. 


AVIS: Stay the course on 
wetlands protection 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Board of Trustees of the Andover Village 
Improvement Society (AVIS) met on April 11 and 
voted unanimously to oppose Article 40 at Town 
Meeting, which will repeal the local Wetlands Pro- 
tection Bylaw. This bylaw adds further valuable 
protections beyond the state laws. 

Most of us are aware of the many benefits of 
wetlands and the buffer zones surrounding them. 
They improve our drinking water quality, filter pol- 
lution, manage storm water, reduce flooding , and 
are a natural habitat for animals and birds. Andover 
is one of about half of the cities and towns in Mass- 
achusetts which have local wetlands bylaws. Other 
towns that are similar to Andover, such as Acton, 
Arlington, Billerica, Braintree, Burlington, 
Chelmsford, Lexington, Natick, Needham, New- 
ton, North Andover, Norwood, Wellesley, and 
Winchester all have local wetlands bylaws. So if 
the state laws are adequate, why do all these other 
municipalities feel the need to have their own local 
regulations? This is because the state laws provide 
only a minimal amount of protection and there is a 
real need for more. 

The EPA states that “Wetlands are an important 
part of our national heritage. Our economic well- 
being and quality of life largely depend on our 
nation's wealth of natural resources, and wetlands 
are the vital link between our land and water 
resources. As wetlands are lost, the remaining wet- 
lands become even more valuable. We have 
already lost many of our nation's wetlands since 
America was first settled. We must now take posi- 
tive steps to protect wetlands to ensure that the 
functions and related values they provide will be 
preserved for present and future generations.” 

I ask residents to take the “long view” and vote

Neighbor should be neighborly toward nonprofit housing group

I recently completed 22 years of ser- 


vice on the Board of Commissioners of 


the Andover Housing Authority. For that 
reason I feel compelled to comment on 
your recent article pertaining to the three- 
bedroom Andover Community Trust 
affordable house being sold by lottery on 
Heather Drive (Neighbor: Nonprofit 
should not discriminate against child- 
less,’ March 30). Louise Hart, a neigh- 
bor of the ACT house is arguing that, by 
requiring that a young family with chil- 
dren live in the home, ACT is essentially 
discriminating against people who do not 
have children. That notion is absurd. 


The Massachusetts Department of 


Housing and Community Development 


as well as the Federal Department of 


Housing and Urban Development require 
that anyone residing in a three-bedroom 
dwelling be qualified to do so. According 
to the regulations of both agencies, to 
qualify for a three-bedroom unit general- 
ly a minimum of three people or a maxi- 
mum of six people must live in it. More- 
over, both agencies enforce penalties for 


conformance. State public housing ten- 
ants who remain over-housed in a larger 
unit than is needed) are charged 150 per- 
cent of their monthly calculated rent until 
they move to a smaller unit. Federal 
voucher holders who are over-housed are 
required to add the cost of the difference 
between the smaller and the larger unit to 
their monthly rental payment until they 
move to a smaller one. This is standard 
practice in the world of state and federal 
housing. 

Andover Community Trust is provid- 


ing a great service to the residents of 


Andover. They are building affordable 
three-bedroom homes to that young fam- 
ilies have the opportunity to raise their 
children in town. Heather Drive is the 
second home that ACT has created. 
These homes are permanently affordable 
and will never fall off the list of afford- 
able units in town. This benefits the town 
by adding to the total count of affordable 
dwelling units and that helps the town 
meet the state 40B requirements of 10 
percent affordable housing stock in town. 

The fact that ACT’s guidelines 


encourage the presence of at least one 
child and up to as many as four children 
is to be applauded. For many years, one 
of the most frequent discussions in town 
has been the fact that many people who 
grew up here cannot afford to live here 
and raise their families. With the many 
blended families we see today, homes 
with at least three bedrooms are in great 
demand. We should welcome the cre- 
ation of affordable home for children in 
town, not vilify those that create it. 
Louise Hart seems bitter that she was 

first unable to stop the creation of this 
affordable home in her neighborhood, 
and second was not chosen by ACT to be 
part of the selection process for it. As a 
result she is channeling her energies 
towards creating a costly legal quagmire 
for ACT, which is a non-profit entity. 
May | suggest that her energies would be 
better utilized by warmly welcoming the 
young family chosen to reside there into

Interstate-93 interchange plan should protect Andover side streets 


Editor, Townsman: 

Over the last several months, the Low- 
ell Junction Interchange Task Force, a 
committee appointed by the Andover 
selectmen, has been carefully reviewing 
interchange alternatives being prepared 
by the traffic consultant for the Merri- 
mack Valley Planning Commission. After 
a presentation made to the selectmen by 
this task force last menth about the assets 
and liabilities associated with the various 
interchange alternatives, selectmen voted 
unanimously to express serious concerns 
with the so-called “Loop Alternatives” 
that have been principally designed and 
advocated by the Mills Corp., the devel- 
oper seeking to build a regional mall in 
south Tewksbury, adjacent to land in 
Andover and Wilmington on the west side 
of Interstate 93. 

Some important details and facts 
deserve to be highlighted: About two 
years ago, Tewksbury approved a rezon- 
ing of land for the Mills Corp., to enable it 
to build a mall, subject to a development 
agreement wath the condition that the mall 
obtain access to I-93 via a new ramp to 
the highway, with no access to existing 
local roads in Tewksbury. 

In part of the “Development Agree- 
ment between the Town of Tewksbury 
and the Mills Corporation,” Judith Nitsch 


Engineering Inc. (a consultant for Tewks- 
bury providing transportation peer review 
assistance), estimated that only 8 percent 
of the trips attributable to the mall devel- 
opment would impact the Tewksbury 
local road network. If this estimate is cor- 
rect, this means 92 percent of the trip gen- 
eration from the mall could impact I-93 
and Andover roads. 

There are three Loop Alternatives 
included in the present Interchange Justi- 
fication Study report, which provide 
access to the mall site, but do not provide 
access to local roads in Tewksbury - 
sending all mall-related traffic to the 
mainline of I-93 or toward existing or 
future roads in Andover, potentially 
adversely impacting traffic conditions in 
Ballardvale and along Route 125. Despite 
the Andover selectmen’s vote to express 
serious concerns, these undesired inter- 
change options still remain in the recently 
revised Interchange Justification Study. 

While it is true that the Loop Alterna- 
tives do provide access to both developed 
and remaining undeveloped land in 
Andover on both the east and west side of 
1-93, other interchange options advocated 
by Andover’s task force also provide such 
access, Without the disadvantages dis- 
cussed above. 

The unfortunate reality facing Andover 


is that the Loop Alternatives are about to 
be enshrined in the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission Interchange Justifi- 
cation Study, the basis for future inter- 
change design, construction and funding. 
In my view, the entire portion of the ramp 
extension and Loop that is shown in 
Tewksbury is nothing more than a giant 
taxpayer subsidized, private driveway for 
a future regional mall. 

We all can sympathize with the needs 
of Tewksbury for additional revenue, but 
this plan contradicts sensible and respon- 
sible regional planning. Such outcome 
will also disadvantage important 
Andover-based companies such as Wyeth 
BioPharma and Gillette that have been 
waiting for an interchange option for a 
long time 

It is indeed disappointing that the Mer- 
rimack Valley Regional Planning Com- 
mission has not been responsive to 
Andover’s concerns to date. If Andover ts 
to succeed in stopping the potential 
hijacking of the I-93 interchange planning 
process by the Mills Corp., it will need 
help from its state legislators. Let’s hope 
they will join the selectmen, and take a 
stand in favor of fair and appropriate 
interchange planning.

grew to have her own children, who eventu- 
ally began to prefer store-bought clothing, 
she was “forced to find something else to 
stitch,” she said. 

That's when she poked her head into a 
quilt-making class at the Andover/North 
Andover YMCA more than 25 years ago, 
and began developing into the master quilter 
that she is today. Seeley will be the featured 
artist at the Merrimack Valley Quilt Guild’s 
26th quilt show on April 28 and 29 at the 
Timerlane Regional High School in Plais- 
tow, N.H. 

“They say this will be the biggest quilt 
show they've ever had,” she said. 

According to MVQ Guild Quilt Show 
Co-chair Gail Wozniak, there will be more 
than 220 quilts at this year’s event. In 26 
years, this is the first time there will be a 
featured artist, she added. Seeley expects to 
have at least 20 of her quilts on display — all 
hand quilted, all different colors and sizes. 
“Hand quilting is my yoga, my mantra, 
my relaxing time,” said Seeley. 

It was around 1980 when Gail, a retired 
nurse, attended her first meeting at the 
MVQG. She never realized what a signifi- 
cant part of her life the group would 
become. When she was widowed in 1984, 
quilting provided her a therapeutic outlet, 
while her quilting friends became more 
important than ever. 

“And they still are,” she added. 

Her passion for quilting hasn’t faded, and 
neither has her talent for it. She is quliting 
for others as much as for herself these days, 
giving her quilts away to charity, friends and 
family. 

“If somebody says they like this one or 
that one, it’s theirs,” said Seeley. 
Sometimes, she'll just make a quilt to get 
rid of her scraps of fabric, “to clean up,” she 
said.

gent, fruitlike. The food appeared to be stiff 
yet at the same time pliable. I started a con- 
versation with the mother. What was her 
child eating? Fruit leather. Great snack 
food, I thought. Pure fruit. Non-fat and low- 
cal. Totally transportable and nearly inde- 
structible. Kosher and vegan. Store bought 
about fifty cents per serving. All in all, the 
perfect little nibble. But I can improve even 
on perfection. 

Fruit leather most likely is the easiest- 
to-make food ever to come out of my 
kitchen. Basically it is puréed dehydrated 
fruit. In theory you could make vegetable 
leathers, too, by puréeing and dehydrating 
cucumbers or tomatoes, but somehow the 
thought of snacking on puréed salad loses 
its appeal. You don’t need any fancy equip- 
ment to make incredibly tasty fruit leather. 
All you need is a blender and an oven. The 
ingredients can be as straightforward or as 
complex as your imagination, ranging from 
simple strawberry to a whole fruit salad 
mélange. I made several batches of fruit 
leather during the past week and sent them 
off to my daughter Emily in college in 
Chicago. “Mom, you spoil me!” she 
reports.

2. Prepare the pan: Line a big cookie 
sheet (a pan with sides, please) with plastic 
wrap. (Note: the wrap sticks better if you 
first dampen the pan with water) 

3. Place all ingredients in a blender. 
Purée until smooth. You may need to stop 
the blender occasionally and stir the fruit. 
The smoother the purée, the better 

4. Pour the purée onto the pan. Spread it 

around, but leave a small space between the 
fruit and the sides of the pan. Cook at 140° 
F for 6-12 hours, checking to see when the 
fruit feels slightly sticky to the touch and 
definitely solid. Lift the plastic and fruit 
from the pan, flip them over and then slow- 
ly peel the plastic from the fruit. Return the 
pan with the fruit to the oven from another 
30 minutes. Remove and let cool. Cut into 
strips (traditional fruit leathers measure 2' 
x 4"). Store between pieces of wax paper in 
airtight jars. 

You can go crazy adding flavor to any 
fruit leather. Just remember that all flavors 
get stronger when the fruit dehydrates, so

So, what brings you to town? 


Conversations with newcomers show it’s not always the same thing 


By Judy Wakefield 

Call them newbies. They're new residents 
in town who have been living here less than 
a year. There is no way to track them, as 
town records do not follow newcomers’ 
trends. 

What we do know is that new residents 
have joined the ranks of an educated popula- 
tion that is overwhelming white, holds a pro- 
fessional job and earns a median income of 
$87,516 a year, according to the latest census 
data for Andover published by the federal 
government six years ago. That is the most 
recent data available on the town’s popula- 
tion demographics, according to the town 
clerk’s office. 

The Northeast Association of Realtors in 
Chelmsford reports newcomers paid an aver- 
age of $600,000 for a single family home in 
town last year while condos averaged a sell- 
ing price of about $308,000. 

So, who is coming in? There’s no better 
place to check out the newbie scene than a 
Newcomers Club event. The Club’s annual 
spring fling was held April 6 at Palmers 
restaurant on Elm Street. 

Club member and event coordinator Jenn 
Scully said about 50 people, mostly couples 
from Andover and North Andover, attended. 
One-time newcomers join the current crop 
of newcomers at the Club’s various events. 
They all have the same reason for attending. 

“Everyone wants to meet people when 
you are new in a town,” Scully said. “This is 
a good way to do that.” 

The Jownsman spent time with two mar- 
ried couples who have lived in town less 
than a year. They talked about why they 
chose Andover and what brought them here.

April vacation is here to stay 


While combining vacations is often discussed casually, it may never happen

When the School Committee designated 
an energy management task force earlier in 
the year, their task was to conserve money on 
energy costs. One suggestion, according to 
Superintendent Claudia Bach, was to extend 
winter vacation to avoid the high cost of 
heating the schools. Those extra days off, 
however, would come straight out of spring 
vacation. 

“Tt was a 30-second conversation,” said 
Bach, “and the idea hasn't been revisited 
since.” 

Those 30 seconds, said Bach, is all the 
time she’s spent discussing the idea of lump- 
ing two school vacations into one during her 
eight year tenure. While the topic seems to be 
discussed by some each year, it rarely gets 
very far. 

“A parent may have brought it up casually 
at one time or another,” Bach said. “But if 
they have, I don’t remember. I’ve certainly 
never heard it from an employee. There’s 
never been a serious movement where people 
have said ‘we really want to move this for- 
ward,’ and brought it to the School Commit- 
tee.” 

One of Bach’s predecessors, Ken Seifert, 
found it to be the same when he served as 


superintendent from 1969 to 1992. 

“The vacation, historically, has always 
been discussed,” Seifert said. “But in all my 
23 years, there never was a big push for lump- 
ing it. From a superintendent’s point of view, 
it’s never really been a big issue.” 

Part of the superintendent’s job is to con- 
struct the school calendar. In Andover’s 
school calendar, and in the majority of Mass- 
achusetts public schools’ calendars, there has 
always been a one-week vacation in February 
and another in April. The idea of lumping the 
winter and spring vacations into a single two- 
week vacation rarely gets discussed seriously, 
let alone finds any traction. 

“Being the old dinosaur,” said Seifert, “I 
can say that whenever we looked at changing 
the calendar, it was usually as a means of sav- 
ing money on plants and facilities. Although 
every once in a while, we'd get a flu epidem- 
ic, which made us think about lumping the 
vacations right at the height of the flu season.” 

While a simple flu shot can prevent the flu 
epidemic, the school department has yet to 
find a cure for rising cost of energy. 

“If we’re going bankrupt with the heating 
bills, maybe there’s a tipping point where 
(lumping vacations) will come back as an 
option,” said Bach, “Who knows? Maybe it 


will come up again next year.” 

Bach’said that realistically, she doesn’t ever 
foresee switching to a single two-week vaca- 
tion in March. 

“| think people like the two breaks — a little 
break here and and a little break there — it 
makes the whole half of the year go a bit 
smoother.” 

Students tend to agree with their superin- 
tendent, it seems. 

“I'd rather two vacations, because then you 
get out of school twice,” said Andover High 
freshman Molly Rodin. “It keeps it more 
spread out.” 

“One two-week vacation would be way too 
long and boring,” added Shelby Horn, also a 
freshman at AHS. “It would just drag on.” 

Seifert said he believes there has never 
been a change in the school vacation schedule 
because there has never been any significant 
community dissatisfaction with it. 

AHS parent Tom Brady, also secretary of 
the townwide Parent Teacher Organization, 
thinks two vacations is more healthy for every 
party involved. 

“Usually kids and teachers are ready for a 
break,” he said. “I think there is some educa- 
tional value to taking a little breather here and 
there as you go along.”

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Andover’s Ted Boudreau: Teacher, coach, friend 


Following Ted 
Boudreau’s funeral in 
1989, a veteran police offi- 
cer said it was the biggest 
funeral he’d ever seen. 
Flags were flown at half- 
staff throughout Andover. 
To honor Mr. Boudreau’s 
memory his friend and fel- 
low teacher and coach, 
Karl Lippmann, put a lock 
on Ted’s locker at Doherty 
School. It remains locked 
to this day. Jim Hurley, 
who played for Mr. Boudreau and then worked 
with him as athletic director, said, “He was like 
your big brother, your father, and your uncle all 
rolled into one. He was the perfect role model.” 

An article in the Townsman written by R.E. 
Petrella said, “Mr. B [as he was affectionately 
known] was a quality standout in the teaching 
profession, keeping hundreds of names and faces 
in his head. He had a beautifully optimistic and

fun-loving character that endeared him to so 
many. | remember this calm man saying, “When 
all else fails, follow directions.’ From the baseball 
diamond to the broadcast booth to the student 
network to the classroom, Mr. B made us all feel 
so much at home with ourselves and within our 
community. This kind of grace is, indeed, hard to 
come by.” 

A letter to the Townsman from Pamela 
Richardson, a teacher in El Paso, Texas, who had 
Ted as a teacher in 1957 said, “He had an exu- 
berant, positive personality. But even more 
important was his genuine concern for his stu- 
dents. You knew what mattered to him. When the 


school day ended, there was always a gaggle of 


kids heading straight for Mr. Boudreau’s room to 
‘visit. That was one place you could count on a 
warm welcome. He was always willing to extend 
himself for others. He touched countless young 
lives and has a special place in many hearts. This 
was the story of his life - caring.” 
Two years after Mr. Boudreau died, Jim 
Arnold, a sports columnist for the Eagle-Tribune 
wrote, “Ted was Mr. Baseball in 
Andover where he coached for 
over 30 years... Funny thing 
about it, Ted was even more 
wonderful at being a friend to 
children who needed him. You 
could often spot Mr. B with a 
child who, for whatever reason, 
had nobody else to talk with: the 
loneliest child, the child who 
was picked on, the child with a 
disability, the child with no 
friends. As Mr. B talked you 
could see the child grow a 
“| smile... Today, plenty of people 
-| have fond baseball memories of 
Ted Boudreau. Plenty more peo- 
ple remember Mr. B. as a very 
special friend.” 
The Ted Boudreau Memorial 
Award is presented to the Little 
League town champions, and the 
first such presentation went to a 
team coached by Joe Iarrobino. 
Joe was also the assistant to var- 
sity baseball coach Dave Betten- 
court the year Ted died. That 
year, the varsity players wore 
Mr. Boudreau’s initials (T.C.B.) 
on their sleeves as a memorial. 
Under the initials were two 
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crossed baseball bats and the 


words, “teacher - coach.” 

Four years before Ted died, I 
wrote a column about the 
Playstead and Mr. Boudreau. | 
went into some detail about the 
beautiful baseball field there, 
one that many aficionados of 
the game considered second 
only to Fenway Park. It was a 
gorgeous place to play and 
watch the game. The diamond 
was immaculate and on the first 
base side were some ancient, 
wooden green bleachers — the 
kind you see in movies. I said 
the following: “If shares in the 
field were ever given out, Ted 
Boudreau would get the biggest 
chunk. For about 40 years Ted 
played and coached at the 
Playstead. In the 40s and '50s, 
he put a bunch of baseballs on 
the hill behind left field. He 
could pull a ball a mile. He was 
not a speed-demon on the 
basepaths and, although he hit

lots of homers, Boudreau also 
hit the longest doubles and triples ever seen at the 
Playstead. 

“For 26 years, he’s coached varsity and fresh- 
man baseball at the Playstead. You don’t play for 
him, you play with him. He’s in on every play, 
talking to you, asking you if you know what to do 
if a grounder comes your way, telling you what 
kind of pitch to look for. His respect and knowl- 
edge of the game is conveyed to his players, and 
if you’ve played for Mr. Boudreau, you under- 
stand the game. If you make a mistake in prac- 
tice, he’ll kid you about it or talk to you. If the 
mistake is made during a game in front of specta- 
tors and the other team, he’ ll take you aside later 
and coach you. His respect for his players teach 
them to respect him and the game. 

“The years have changed the Playstead and 
Ted, although Ted has changed 


did? He told his team to get out there and shake 
hands with the other team. You know the second 
thing he did? He sat his boys down and congrat- 
ulated them on a great season. And that, folks, is 
a class act.” 

I wasn’t the only one who associated Mr. B 
and that field. Shortly after he died, the field was 
dedicated to him. Near where the bleachers use to 
be is a stone that has a plaque bearing his like- 
ness. It reads: “This field is dedicated to 
Theodore ‘C. “Ted” Boudreau by his family, 
friends and players. It was here, over his lifetime, 
that Ted spun his magic as teacher, coach and 
friend. We shall never forget him or his efforts on 
behalf of the people and youth of Andover.”
